January, February and March, the receipts greatly ex- 

^ ceed any other months of the year, due to the fact that 

i a large per cent, of the State taxes reach the treasury 

at that time, and the increased disbursements during 

these four months is caused by the heavy demand upon 

ff^ the treasury in the payment of auditor's warrants 

hypothecated with banks that are redeemed during these 
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months. The balance in the treasury has to be accumu- 
lated during these periods to meet the payment of such 
warrants. 

The balance to the credit of the bond redemption fund, 
on deposit with the National Park Bank of New York, 
the State's fiscal agent in that city, is ?33,600.00. No 
bonds have been redeemed during the past fiscal year. 

I respectfully call your attention again to the fact that 
the four per cent Funding Bonds, amounting to $954,- 
000.00, issued under act of the General Assembly, ap- 
proved February 27th, 1887, and amended by act ap- 
proved February 27th, 1889, and dated January 1st, 
1890, mature January 1st, 1920.

ARTICLE XI. 

213. After the ratification of this Constitution, no new debt shall be 
created against, or incurred by this State, or its authority, except to repel 
invasion or suppress insurrection, and then only by a concurrence of two- 
thirds of the members of each House of the Legislature, and the vote 
shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered on the Journals; and any
